SUBJECT: Pessible Need for Revision of NSCIDe and 
DCwDWs 


1. Enthe coarse of the DCI's meeting with the President's 
Foreign Intelligence Advisery Beard on 2% Fuly, he anderteck to 
examine the NSCIDe sad DCIDs and report which, if any, ef these 
required modification. This was in response to the Board's question 
as te whether these docurrests should act be reviewed and revised 
"ts the interest of providing updated and clear-cut guidance te the 
intelligence community." : 


Zz. Asa reoult of the diecussion, the consensus of the Beard 
seemed te be that there was no compelling reason for any across- 
the-beard revieien of these documents. Certain specific ones were 
soentioned as requiring special attention (see attached excerpt of 
Mr. Dross' memorandum fer the recerd, dated | Aaguet}. 


3. B would be appreciated if all addressees would examine 
NSCIDs aad DCIDe which are applicable te their work, including net 
enty the specific functional ones but the mere generalised NSCIDs, 
apecifically 1, 2 and 3, te sve whather in teday's circumstances they 
make adequate provision fer coordination aud guidance of the ceom- 
rounity, and appropriately reflect a proper allecation of respoeasibilities. 
ls order net to incur undue delay, it is euggested that USTB Cemmittes 
Chairmen respond to this request as individuals rather than referring 
it to their committees. 


4. The first step should be to identify any of these docur.ents 
which clearly require revision te reflect significant changes and 
éeveloprrents which have takes piace since their issuance (e.ges 
allocation of responsibilities for econon.ic imetligence uncer NECID $).
